American  Luiheran  churches 
are  adding  3,000  confirmed  mem¬ 
bers  to  tlie'r  list  each  year.  Multi¬ 
ply  that  figure  by  six,  and  you 
come  within  two  thousand  of  the 
new  figures  established  by  the 
Board  of  Evangelism  of  the  Am¬ 
erican  Lutheran  Church.  The 
board,  itself  recently  organized, 
conducting  an  all-out  drive  to  stir 
up  the  missionary  spirit 
church. 

“Put  Christ  First”  was 
sage  of  the  Rev.  E.  W.  Mueller  of 
Martensdale.  Iowa,  who  addressed 
the  student  body  last  week  in  the 
capacity  of  a  member  of  thet 
board.  Various  students,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  hearing  his  lectures,  avail¬ 
ed  themselves  of  the  opportunity 
to  confer  privately  with  him  dur¬ 
ing  his  stay  in  Waverly. 

He  spoke  on  “A  Call  for  Ef¬ 
fort"  to  the  Wartburg  convocation 
of  Tuesday,  January  aO.  “Consid¬ 
er  Christ  first,  whether  ar( 
in  business,  school,  or  church 
work  on  a  professional  basis,"  he 
exhorted.  “Living  for  Christ 
more  important  than  earning 
living,”  he  continued,  as  he  I 
sisted  that  layman  and  clergy 
must  be  willing  to  sacrifice  then- 
lives  to  the  cause  of  spreading 
Christ’s  kingdom. 

Pastor  Mueller  continued  his 
address  on  Wednesday,  January 
31.  speaking  on  “Mapping  Our 
Strategy."  Concerning  the  goal  ot 
50,000  new  members  each  year,  he 
said  that  we  have,  in  the  church, 
men  with  the  educational  Qualifi¬ 
cations  of  St.  Paul,  but  that  they 
lack  the  missionary  spirit  of  the 
apostle.  Our  clergy  must  be  shak¬ 
en  loose  seeing  the  vision  ot  3 
greater  Lutheran  church,  iie  urged. 

He  continued,  “Our  college 
(Wartburg)  mus.  have  a  higher 
ideal  than  to  give  young  people 
an  easy  way  of  earning  a  living.' 
Wartburg  lay  alumni,  he  pointed 
out,  can  do  “great  things"  for  the 
church. 

Church  members  are  going 
have  to  practice  what  they  preach 
in  order  to  win  non-believers,  the 
speaker  said.  Ks  advocated  that 
special  effort  be  exerted  to  make 
the  Lutheran  church  Chrictian 
the  i 


that  the  minister,  with  his  influ- 
fenoe,  is  tlie  most  important  man  in 
his  community.  The  church  ought 
lo  serve  every  sphere  of  human 
jiving  so  that  religion  may  favor¬ 
ably  influence  all  activities  of  her 
members.  Only  then  is  the  church 
performing  its  fullest  service  to 
.the  community,  he  stated. 

Concluding  his  addresses,  Pastor 
•MueUer  left  the  thought  toat

Rehabilitation 
Queries  Answered 

Following  the  story  “To  Allow 
Veterans  Credit  for  Training," 
Wartburg  TRUMPET  readers 
have  asked  a  number  of  questions 
about  the  program.  The  TRUMP¬ 
ET  referred  these  questions  to  C. 
G.  Shalkhauser,  veteran’s  coordin¬ 
ator,  and  he  has  supplied  answers 
to  the  following  questions. 

1.  Need  the  returning  veteran 
have  a  high  school  diploma? 

Answer:  No.  Veterans  will  be 
admitted  upon  successful  comple¬ 
tion  of  an  examination. 

2.  Will  college  work  taken  while 
in  the  armed  service  be  awarded 

Answer:  Yes.  Ali  standard  col¬ 
lege  work  will  receive  full  credit. 

3.  Will  Wartburg  give  credit  lor 
^non-collegiate  work,  such  as  “boot 

training"? 

Answer:  Yes.  In  lire  with  the 
standard  policy  adopted  by  oUier 
schools,  Wartburg  will  allow  eight 
hours  of  credit  for  basic  training. 

4.  Is  Wartburg  going  to  lower 
its  standards  by  accepting  return¬ 
ing  soldiers  without  high  school 
education? 

Answer;  No.  The  veterans  must 
do  college-level  work.  Their  ad¬ 
mittance  is  based  on  an  evalua¬ 
tion  of  Uieir  military  experience. 

5.  Will  Wartburg  specially  adopt 
its  courses  to  the  needs  of  the  re¬ 
turning  servicemen? 

Answer:  No.  They  will  take  the 
legular  courses.  However,  in  line 
with  Wnrtburg's  projected  growth, 
the  curriculum  will  be  expanded. 

’  6.  Will  the  returning  servicemen 
be  segregated? 

Answer:  No.  They  will  be  regu¬ 
lar  students,  participating  in  all 
activities. 

7.  In  dollars  and  cents,  what  will 
the  government  pay  toward  the 
v’etoran's  education? 

Answer:  Under  Bill  16,  for  di.«- 
abled  veterans,  single  men  may  re¬ 
ceive  as  much  as  $92.00  a  month, 
plus  special  allotments  for  each 
dependent.  Also,  all  school  expen- 
•s  such  as  tuition,  fees,  books, 
id  suprlies  will  be  provided. 

The  uninjured  veteran,  accora- 
g  to  the  "G.  1."  bill.  Law  346. 
will  receive  $50.00  u  month,  if  he 
is  single,  plus  up  to  $500.00  a  year 
for  tuition.

Rev.  J.  A.  Lubhan.  principal  ot 
the  Bc-reilly  Theclogical  Seminary 
of  India,  has  been  elected  bishop 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  He  orig¬ 
inally  was  a  religious  magician  of 
the  Mohammedan  faith.  He  is  the 
first  convert  from  Mohammedan¬ 
ism  ever  to  be  elected  to  the  Meth¬ 
odist  episcopacy. 

Last  year,  this  column  warned 
its  readers  in  no  uncertain  terms 
that  a  growing  menace  was  mov¬ 
ing  towards  us.  This  menace  was 
then  identified  as  the  spectre  of 
religious  strife.  At  that  time  tbi^ 
wTiter  placed  the  blame  for  this 
strife  squarely  against  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  Since  that 
column  was  written,  much  has 
happened  to  increase  the  need  for 
again  calling  attention  to  this 
threatening  danger.  At  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  tliis  year.  Peru,  by  govern- 
Iment  decree,  restricted  the  free¬ 
dom  granted  Protestant  groups,  by 
a  constitutional  amendment.  The 
decree  provides  that  all  worship 
except  that  of  Roman  Catholics, 
"which  the  state  protects  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  constitution,”  shall  take 
place  only  in  already  existing 
churches,  and  expressly  forbids 
non-CathoIic  meetings,  etc.  Any- 
cne  violating  this  decree  is  to  be 
prosecuted  by  the  political  author¬ 
ities  and  the  police.  Last  year,  the 
Roman  Catholic  hierarchy  called 
on  Ca* *hoU«s  to  fight  Protestantism. 
Recently,  this  writer  reported  that 
the  Mexican  Roman  Catholic 
Church  had  proclaimed  a  crusade 
against  all  forms  of  Protestant  en¬ 
deavor.  The  result  was  an  increas¬ 
ing  strain  between  religiou-s 
groups  to  the  extent  of  open  riot¬ 
ing.  Boycotts,  etc.  have  since  be¬ 
gun  against  Protestant  companies 
and  many  other  forms  of  intolei- 
ance  have  been  brought  into  use

Mrs.  Fritz 

Mrs.  Fritz,  Dean  of  Women  at 
Wartburg,  has  recently  become  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States.  It 
took  her  three  years  to  get  her 
citizenship  from  the  time  she  ap¬ 
plied  for  it.  This  period  was  short- 
tenod  somewhat  because  her  hus¬ 
band  is  an  American  citizen. 

According  to  the  dean  there  is 
quite  a  bit  of  "red  tape”  to  go 
thioi^h.  Police  records  must  be 
obtained  Irom  every  town  of 
which  the  applicant  has  resided  in 
and  notarized  recommendations 
must  be  received  from  every  em¬ 
ployer  of  the  applicant  Nineiy 
days  before  the  final  date  the 
applicant's  name  is  posted  and  If 
any  objections  are  to  be  raised, 
then  is  the  time  to  do  it. 

Judge  Craven,  District  Judge  of 
Iowa,  pronounced  Mrs.  Fritz  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  and 
Congressman  Guy  Gillette  sent  a 
note  of  congratulations  along  with 
a  pamphlet  on  American  Govern¬ 
ment. 

"Most  of  the  applicants  were 

ussians  and  two  were  British 
subjects,”  says  the  dean,  “one  girl 
from  India  and  I  was  from  Can¬ 
ada.”  “The  thing  that  impressed 
me  most  was  Judge  Graven's  little 
talk  before  we  swore  allegiance. 
It  was  based  on  toleration — that 
birth  or  race  is  not  held  against 
any  person  in  the  United  States. 
Anyone  who  does  so  is  not  a  good 
citizen  of  the  United  States.” 

Prof.  Swenson 

In  recognition  of  his  ability,  the 
University  of  Iowa  at  Iowa  City, 
Iowa,  has  engaged  Professor  A.  W. 
Swenson  of  Wartburg  College 
faculty  to  take  charge  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  analytical  chemistry. 
The  former  heaa  of  that  office 
has  been  called  into  government 
research.  Mr.  Swenson  lectures 
four  hours  during  the  week,  and 
has  charge  of  laboratory  periods 
also,  with  a  number  of  laboratoi^ 
assistants  under  him.

Whf-n  the  man  who  is  in  cc... 
plete  charge  of  the  development 
of  penicillin  in  the  United  States 
came  to  Iowa  City,  Mr.  Swenson 
was  one  of  the  privileged  few  w  ho 
were  invited  to  the  lecture. 

Besides  devoting  his  energies 
to  analytical  chemistry,  “Plrof” 
has  continued  in  church  work. 
Friends  who  remember  his  work 
bs  Sunday  school  superintendent 
at  St.  Paul's  will  be  interested 
know  that  he  is  now  active  in  t .. 
Lutheran  Student's  Associaticn 
unit  that  is  conducted  for  univer¬ 
sity  students.  In  Iowa  City  a  pro¬ 
gram  is  maintained  by  the  united 
efforts  of  two  churches  with 
American  Lutheran  Church  affilia- 
and  one  church  with  United 
Lutheran  Church  connections.  Tin 
three  churches  cooperate  on  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon  in  presenting  a  sup¬ 
per  from  5:30  to  6:30  followed  by 
hour  of  discussion.  This  chap- 
has  been  described  as  very 
successful. 

Professor  Swenson  will  continue 
bis  work  during  the  summer  in 
order  to  get  his  degree,  and  will 
be  back  at  Wartburg  in  September 
for  the  next  year's  work.

Wartburg’s  fighting  Knights 
came  from  behind  in  the  last  half 
against  Luther  last  Tuesday  eve¬ 
ning  and  edged  the  Norsemen 
with  a  53  to  51  score.  Behind  at 
the  half  with  a  13-point  deficit, 
Doc’s  cagers  started  out  with  fire 
in  their  eyes  after  the  intermis¬ 
sion  to  stage  a  powerful  rally  and 
vanquish  the  boys  from  Luther.

The  visitors’  fast  break  began 
to  click,  and  they  rolled  up  a 
large  advantage  and  then  stalled 
for  the  last  few  minutes  of  the 
half,  coming  off  the  floor  with  a 
33^20  lead.  The  Knights  came 
back  to  pour  in  9  points  and  slice 
the  deficit  to  4  before  the  Norse¬ 
men  could  hit  the  bucket  again.

The 
Luther  ir^n  sank  the  free 
throw  to  knot  the  tally  at  49- 
all.  With  a  minute  a;id  a  half 
remaining  In  the  contest,  U9- 
vilden  drilled  a  pusb-shot  to 
give  the  Norsemea  a  two- 
point  advantage. 

Keller  missed  a  shot  but  Olm-  ! 
stead  tipped  in  the  rebound  to  1 
knot  the  score  again  at  51-all  with  1 
less  than  a  minute  to  play.  Han-  1 
sen,  substituting  for  Koch,  took 
the  ball  off  the  Luther  basket  fob-  i 
lowing  a  shot  and  was  tied  up  by  ' 
a  Norseman.  In  the  ensuing  jump 
he  tipped  the  ball  to  Keller,  who 
looped  it  to  Olmstead  at  the  center 
strip,  who  in  turn  fired  it  to  Jen¬ 
sen  driving  under  the  basket,  who 
laid  it  up  for  the  winning  margin. 
There  were  only  five  seconds  left 
in  the  game  when  Ronnie  shot. 

The  Knights  definitely  capital¬ 
ized  on  their  free  throws  for  a 
change,  dropping  in  13  out  of  16 
attempts.  This  proved  to  be  the 
margin  of  victory  as  both  teams 
scored  20  field  goals.
